Then " j 
ras that Mr, Woods came to the 
escue and invented and built the 
rst bell ringing clock in August | 
931. Some student had thrown hif | 
9c alarm clock out of the window | 
nd the finding of it gave Mr. Woods , 
he inspiration to make the first 
lock. This old clock was recondition- 
d and put tnto service for two 
ears. During this time new ideas 
-ere taking shape in the mind "f the 
iventor and in September. 1933. 
tlese ideas became fact in the form 
f the present bell ringing system 
be present clock was actually pur 
hasrd for SI SO ail built into th. 
ystem. 

Two or three weeks ago, an offt- 

ial of the University of Tennessee 
iivision of Agricultural Extension 
sked Mr. Woods if b* could make 
Im a bell ringing clock which would 
perate on a special program. The 
chedule desired WEI 8:30 in, 12 


noon 12 45 p.m. and 4:15 p m. During 
the past five years other ideas have j 
been forming in the mind of Mr j 
Woods and he had about worked out i 
a new system. No actual construction 
or experimentation had been done 
Mr Woods offered to build the spec¬ 
ial clock for the special program, if 
the material were furnished. Thb 
time he used a $2.75 Big Ben. a bell ; 
ringing transformer, a six-inch eight- 
volt bell, a few scraps of copper, cop ( 
per wire, screws and scraps of wood, 
and built them into a beautiful self 
contained unit. It took about three 
days to do the job [J24 hours > and' 
the friend has a clock which doe.* 
the work of $150 00 unit at a cost 
of about $7 00. 

Mr Woods states that he n<>w ha* 
in mind a clock which will ring on 
any desired schedule and will cut . 
itself off overnight and on week 
ends So far as he knows these ideas 
have not been patented by any man 
ufacturer of standard time ringing 
or program clocks The ideas are sc 
simple and inexpensive that any high 
school or business concern could have | 
such a system. The Industrial Art.*, 
Department is planning to put Mr 
Woods' idea* Into a form to furnish

Says U. T. Professor 

Though regarded as dangerous en 
emies and usually killed on sight 
reptiles are valuable friends of man 
said B. C. V. Ressler, associate pro¬ 
fessor of zoology of the University 
of Tennessee, speaking on one of the 
U. T. semi-weekly broadcasts over 
station WSM recently. By destroy¬ 
ing rodent and insect pests, such rep- 
tfl s as fnakea and lizarG* save 
farmers many thousands of dollars 
said Mr. Ressler.

a few poisonous snekes "whose dan¬ 
ger is greatly over-exaggerated” has 
; prejudiced persons against all snakes. 
These poisonous snakes represent less 
than five per cent of the total snake 
population of in Tennessee, he said, 
adding that the rattlesnake, copper 
head and coton-mouthed water moc¬ 
casin are the only poisonous snake? 
living In the state. 

He gave four characteristics of poi¬ 
sonous snakes that are easily irecog- 
nized. They are: 1. Pits between the 
eyes and nostrils. 2. An oval or slit 
eye pupil similar to that of a cat. 3 
No conspicuous colors or body mark¬ 
ings. 4. Triangular shaped head. Mr. 
Ressler does not believe in protection 
of the poisonous varieties. 

‘The number of human deaths 
caused by snake bites in this state is 
negligible," Mr. Ressler continued. 
"An examination of record concern¬ 
ing bites of the poisonous snakes re¬ 
veals that most of these cases result 
not accidentally in the field but a? 
the result of careless and unnecessary 
handling of poisonous snakes in cap¬ 
tivity.” 

None of the lizards are poisonous 
or dangerous to humans, regardless 
of the stories told about them, said 
the zoologist. Their forked tongue i? 
most likely responsible for this false 
accusation, but it is used as a feeler 
to compensate for the lizard's inade¬ 
quate power of vision."
